| matic disagreement between the Unitec 


States of Colombia and the United States 
ot Amerlea has just been brought to a 
close. The differences grew out ot and 
have existed ever since President Harri- 
son, in. March, 1892, issued a retaliatory 
proclamation against Colombia, under the 
provisions of the McKinley act, because 
of the latter’s refusal to negotiate & re- 
ciprocity treaty with the United States, 
as had been done by other Central. and 


South American States. Senor Hurtado, 


the Colombian Minister protested against 
the proclamation and, alter a warm corre- 
spondence with Secretary Blaine and Sec- 
retary John W Foster, he left Washing- 
ton and has returned but once since, that 
occasion being a call on Gres- 
ham. 

For two years Colombia's protests have 
been before the State ‘Department. Now, 
however, the new American tariff does 
away with reciprocity and retaliation, so 
that the retaliatory proclamation against 
Colombia is annulled. As a result, the 
‘strained relations between the countries 
are ended and it is thought that the Senor 
will continue his presence here.

JEFFERSON CITY (Mo.,) Qct 17.— The 
Pettis County Bond Investment Company, 
which, by order of Postmaster-General Bis- 
sell, had deen forbidden the mails, and 
which had procured a restraining order, re- 
turnable at this term of the United States 
Circuit Court now in session in this city, 
was today knocked out by Judge Phillips 
ruling that an order issued by an executive 
officer of the government, such as is the 
Postmaster-General, could not be reversed 
by the court, the two departments being 
co-ordinate.

WASHINGTON .COURTHOUSE  (0.,) 
Oct. 17.—Although Jasper Dolby, colored, 
pleaded guilty today to outraging Mrs. 
Mary C. Boyd in order to be rushed off 
i the pefitentiary protection, he did 

get started in advance of the indig- 
nannt mobs. People were swarming into 
| the town all day. The sheriff could not 
get from the jail to the depot after the 
prisoner had been sentenced. A little after 
6 o’elock the first rush was made on the 
courthouse. A crowd of determined men 
attempted to break into the south door, 
while another party charged on the militia 
at the north door. Some one threw a 
stone at Col. Colt, and he cried out that 
at the next stone thrown he would order 
the men to fire. The crowd at the door 
were unable to effect an entrance. The 
| courtyard by this time was filled with 
people, and cries of “give us the nigger,” 
and curses against the militia filled the 
air. The crowd grew in size every min- 
ute. 

. Before firing Col. Coit made a speech 
asking the crowd to disperse, but it was 
received with jeers. The prisoner was 
prostrated from fear and lay crying and 
moaning. Up to this time Dolby and his 
guard had beem kept prisoners in the 
courtyard by the mob, and then they made 
The militia responded without 
but another onslaught was 
south door was forced open.

It is believed many others are wounded 
and a diligent search is in progress to 
find them. Upon the firing the mob dis- 
persed in all directions, but soon gathered 
again. Immediately all places of business 
in the city were shut up. Mayor Creamer 
peremptorily closed all places all places 
where liquors were sold. Every street 
was fllled with people. No time was lost 
in carrying away the dead and wounded. 

Business houses were converted into 
‘hospitals. Surgeons in the city were called 
into service. Mothers, sisters, ‘wives and 
‘sweethearts crowded around the dead and 
‘wounded and added fire to the rage of the 
mob by their lamentations. The feeling 
-against the military is bitter, vicious and 
vobement. It pervades all classes. As 
time passed, the mob grew in size and 
fury. All over the country by telephone, 
courier and telegraph wire the news was 
spread. All the roads leading to the city 
were filled with men on horseback, ir 
wagons and on foot, hurrying with all pos- 
sible speed to the’ scene of bloodshed. 
Meanwhile in Washington Courthouse a 
search was going on for arms, ammunition 
and dynamite. Shouts were heard. Down 
with the military.“ “Blow up the dogs 
along with the black flend.“ 

These shouts but feebly expressed the 
pent-up “passion of everybody, for every- 
body was in the street and all were mem- 
bers of the mob as far as personal feeling 
was concerned. Men moved t as if 
bent on business, but said nothing. There 
is no doubt of a purpose to blow up the 
courthouse. Of this the military are 
aware. 

A full moon lights up every approach 
to the courthouse. If military reinforce- 
ments do not reach here before the moon 
goes down, there is danger of further and 
greater bloodshed between an organized 
armed mob and the military and, in 
case the mob succeeds there in danger that 
many of the militiamen will share Dolby's 
fate. Additional troops have been or- 
dered from Cincinnati, Columbus, Chilli- 
cothe and other points. 

Dolby's crime was committed one week 
ago at Parrott’s station. Mrs. Mary C. 
Boyd, aged 55 years, was his victim. He 
was brought into court at 4 o'clock this 
afternoon, pleaded guilty and was sen- 
tenced to twenty years in the penitentiary. 
An angry mob gathered about the jail- 
yard yesterday after Dolby had been iden- 
tified by his victim and Sheriff Cook called 
to his assistance the local militia company. 
This action increased the fury against 
Dolby and Gov. McKinley was appealed 
to for additional assistance and tropps from 
Columbus were sent here this morning. 
Col. Colt was in command. 

The mob surrounded the jail and court- 
house, attempting to take Dolby from the 
officers when’ he was removed from the 
jail to the courthouse for trial, but they 
were kept at bay by the use of bayonets 
and clubbed gums. Henry Kirk, brother-

The prisoner Dolby spent « night of 
horror in the jaii last night. He was 
“brought in from Delaware at 5:40 o’clock. 
The appearance of the mob outside of the 
jail robbed Dolby of his bravado and he 
hurried to the jail with evident relief. 
There he passed a sleepless night, cower- 
ing upon the floor-of his cell listening to 
the mutterings of the mob outside, which 
swelled ominously in volume as from 
every village and hamlet the rising citi- 
zens poured in to take vengeance on the 
fiend. When the. other prisoners discov- 
ered Dolby was in the jail they joined the 
crowd in cursing and -hooting him and 
would have done him personal injury if 
they had been able to reach him. 

“They're coming to get you, Dolby,“ 
shouted one, and the corridors of the jail 
resounded with the laughter of the pris- 
oners. They're at the door, Dolby; one 
of them has a rope.“ 

All through the night the prisoners kept 
jeering the terrified Dolby, who cowered 
in the darkest corner of Bip cell, moaning 
piteously. When morning dawned and the 
guards came to look at Dolby, they found 
that in his abject fright he had covered 
the door of his cell with a sheet to shut 
out.the sounds from without and lay 
shivering on the floor. When taken into 
the courthouse he was so weak with, fear 
that he ecarcely could stand without sup- 
port. He sat before the grand jury, 4

WASHINGTON, Oct. 17.—Mr. Terrell, the 
United States Minister to Turkey, has suc- 
cessfully closed an international incident 
with credit to himself. On September 8 
the Turkish police pounced on several 
native Armenians at Aindab on a charge 
of sedition.

CHICAGO, Oct. 17.—Locked up at the 
Stanton-avenue police court is a woman 
that Lieut. Bonfield thinks stole more than 
any two thieves that operated in Chicago 
during the World’s Fair year. Since the 
fair this woman has been continually dis- 
posing of es that she stole at that 
time, and she stil: had a large amount 
left when she was arrested.

Bonfield says he expects to find at 
least one patrol wagon full of additiona) 
goods that the woman under arrest had 
taken from World's Fair hotels. 

The woman says that her name is Miss 
C. H. Siske. The police do not believe 
this, however, as letters addressed to her 
under several other names were found in 
hef possession. One letter bore the ad- 
dress she gave. It was, from P. H. Hehr- 
man, a stock- raiser at Foley postoffice, 
Manitoba. Hehrman is a widower and evi- 
dently first learned of his fair correspond- 
ent through the medium of a matrimonial 
bureau.

Omcer Beck at Md., 
Makes What is Evidently an 
Important Seizure—Arrests 

in Other Places.

CUMBERLAND Old.) Oct. 17. — Thig 
morning Officer Beck noticed a man near 
the Baltimore and Ohio depot trying to 
board the express west-bound with two 
satchels.

In every package of 
money shipped by the Adams Express 
Company the notes are stitched together 
leaving them perforated with the holes 
which a person could not fail to discover 
on examination. Every note had these 
small holes. 

The detectives closely examined a memo- 
randum book, which the prisoner had in 
his pocket. In this book was a row of 
figures, in which $2500 had been dtvided 
by two. The book contained a diagram, 
which is believed to show where most of 
the money stolen has been hidden. Now 
the greatest endeavor of the detectives 
will be to unearth th hiding-place of the 
treasure.

CUILTY AS CHARGED 


Buehler Convicted in Very 
Short Order, 


Him Out Even Worse Than that 
of the Prosecution—Seri- 
ous Allegations. 


filled yes y morning when the hearing 


| of the Buehler case was resumed. No time 
was lost in preliminaries. Immediately on 
opening court, the Justice announced that 
he would deny the motion to dismiss, and 
the taking of testimony for the defense 
was at once commenced. 

Jack Platt was the first witness called. 
He told of the actions of Miss McCurdy at 
a certain house on Buena Vista street on 
September 26. In regard to the statement 
made by Miss McCurdy that she did not 
drink. beer and wine at that time, wit- 
ness would not give any satisfactory 
answer although he was vigorously inter- 
rogated by the defense. 

The defense called upon Frank Cotter, 
who accompanied Miss McCurdy to Bast 
Side Park on September 27, to testify re- 
garding a certain conversation in which it 
was claimed she said she would go back 
to Buehler and work him for some 
“dough” with which she could pay the ex- 
penses of the witness and herself to the 
theater. The defense failed to secure any 
testimony of much value from the witness. 

J. W. Johnson testified in regard to cer- 
tain conversations between Buehler and 
Miss. McCurdy on September 28, and as

The court thereupon adjourned until 2 
p.m. 

‘As soon as the case was resumed in the 
afternoon the defense announced that they 
had no further testimony to offer, and 
W. T. Knott, Esq., for the prosecution,

A Democrat ”Agin’” the American 
Sheep. 

PASADENA, Oct. 13, 1894.—(To the Ed- 
itor of The Times:) I believe that a free 
parliament and fair discussion on current 
questions, if only such discussions be 
courteous, should be welcomed and encour- 
aged, not wholly, or, even, perhaps mainly, 
because of. what the disputants may say, 
but because it may lead people to a more 
careful and deliberate examination of the 
questions discussed. 

Believing that this is also the view of 
The Times, I would like the privilege of 
courteously criticising the letter of Tour- 
ist“ in The Times of October 12, upon the 
“wool question.” 

Your correspondent says: To test just 

how much this tariff helped us, I had fine 
dés-laines ‘Wisconsin wool scoured and 
sold on the open market in Philadelphia 
in 1892. It brought 65 cents a pound, 
while the same grade of Australian wool 
sold for 33 cents in London. It was plain 
that protection did protect to the extent 
of 32 cents a pound.” 
Now, in reference to this I would say 
that the number of people in the United 
States who grow wool, as comparéd with 
the whole population, is, according to the 
census, less than one in a hundred. I 
presume Tourist will not dispute this. 
Now, in the light of this comparison, it is 
quite a pertinent inquiry as to who the 
aforesaid us is. 

According to the census, it appears to 
be about six or seven thousand people who 
compel 65,000,000 of their fellow-country- 
men to pay 100 per cent. more for their 
wool than they could otherwise buy it for 
in the markets of the world, where the 
farmer who raises wheat, corn, cotton, 
pork and beef is obliged to sell his prod- 
uct at the world’s market price. 

Yes, on the whole, I think that does pro- 
tect US! 4 

In order to show to What an extent us“ 
has been protected at the expense of the 
American people, let me call Henry C. 
Thacher, one of the most prominent wool 
merchants of Boston, to the witness-stand. 
Mr. Thacher says: 

What has this protective tariff on wool 
cost the consumers? It is a conservative 
estimate to say\ that the average annual 
cost has exceeded forty millions. or some- 
thing over one thousand million dollars 
for the twenty-seven years that this policy 
has been in existence.“ A 

I am glad to be thus able to corroborate 
Tourist in his estimate of the benefit of 
protection to us. And yet with all this 
protection of 100 per cent. it appears 
from the reports of the United 
States Agricultural Department that in 
all the States of the Northwest the sheep 
has steadily declined for the 
past twenty years. And in Wisconsin, to 
which the correspondent refers, the num- 
ber of sheep has fallen off from 1,664,388 
in 1867 to 793,146 in 1889. That is the 
number of sheep is today a million. less 
than in 1867, and the decline has gone on 
steadily, notwithstanding all this enor- 
mous protection. Again he says: The 
Herald ridicules Senator Hoar for assert- 
ing that the ultimate result of protecting 
wool will be to cheapen wool, as well as 
woolen goods. But the fact is with Sena- 
tor Hoar.” Now if, after thirty years of 
this sort of cheapening process Tourist 
can get 100 per cent. more for his wool 
out of his fellow-countrymen than they 
would have to pay in the free markets of 
the world, a long suffering public might 
be justified in being somewhat anxious 
as to when that “ultimate result“ is likely 
to be reached. 

The correspondent also says: “I know 
of one large woolen mill for sale on this 
Coast, but have not heard of the new 
ones yet.“ 

I would respectfully ask him if he does 
not know also that this mill was for sale 
long before the Wilson bill was ever 
thought of, and if it did not close under 
the operation of the high protective tariff? 
I pass by his fling at Mr. Wilson and 
“the fetid air of British woolen mills,”

pare favorably with those in this coun- 
try.

The Mocking Cry of "No Fusion” 

Still Rings in the Ears of the 

Enthusiasts Who Indorse

Nearly every Populist in _ city con- 
vention, which met in adj ed session 
yesterday morning, cast the shadow of a 
Democrat when scrutinized in the light of 
political inquiry. 

The Populists are not through fusing

to pull down B. C. Schnabel, the former 
saloon-keeper, who was nominated last 
Friday for the office of Mayor.

The trouble all ended by 
the appointment of a committee to inyesti- 
gate the matter, the members of which 
are all presumed to be favorable to 
Cohnabel. 

The distinctive feature of all the Pop- 
ulist conventions thus far has been for 
the “no fusion” cry to be raised with a

In a subsequent compromise 
bid the Blade agreed to do both jobs for 
$100.75, but the contract. was awarded to 
the Orange County Herald.
